CHAPTER 46. 

An Act to amend and consolidate the Law relating to Copy- 
right. 

[ 16th December f 1911.] 

Bo it enacted by the King's Most Excellent Majesty, by ahd with the 
advice and consent of the Lords Spiritual and Temporal, and Commons in 
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this present Parliament assoniblci, and by tbo autborit/ of tbe samC; ae 
follows 

PART I. 

Imieuial Copyright. 

Ihghts. 

1, (/) Subject to tbc provisions of tins Act, coi)yri^^bt sball subsist ^pywgbt. 
throughout the parts of 11 is Majesty’s dominions to whicli this Act extends 
for tbc term borciuaftor mentioned in every original literary, dramatic, musical 
and artistic work, if — 

(r^) in tbe case of a publi^bed work^ tbe work was first published within 
bucli parts of His Majcbty^s dominions as aforesaid ; and 

{fj) in tbc ease of an unpublished work, the author was at tbe date of 
tbo nuiking of tbe work a Biilish subjeet or resident within such 
parts ()f Ills Majesty’s dominions as aforesaid; 
but in no other works, except so far as the protection conferred by this Act i» 
extended by Orders in Council thereunder relating to self-governing donii* 
nious to which this Act does nut extend and to foreign countries. 

{^j For the purposes of this Act, “ copyright means the sole right to 
produce or reproduce the work or any siibstauti.il put thereof iu any material 
form whatsoever, to perform, or in the case of a lecture to deliver, the work or 
any substantial part thereof in public ; if the work is unpublished, to publish 
the work or any substiiitial part thereof ; and shall include the sole right— 

(( 7 ) to produce, iej>rodueo, perform, or publish any translation of the 
work ; 

{b) iu the case of a dramatic work, to oonvoit it into a novel or other 
uon-drarnatic work ; 

(c) iu the case of a iiovtd or other non-dramatie work, or of an artistic 
work, to convert it into a dramatic work, by way of porformauca 
in public or otherwise ; 

{d) in the case of a literary, dramatic or musical work, to make any 
record, i>erfuratcd roll, cinematograph film, or other contiivanoe 
by means of which the work may be mechanically performed or 
delivered ; 

and to authorise any such acts as aforesaid. 

(3) For the purposes of this Act, publication, in relation to any work, 
means the issue of copies of the work to tjie public, and does not include the 
mance'in public of a dramatic or musical work, tbo delivery in public of 
a Ijcture, the exhibition in public of an artistic work, or the construction of 
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an architectural work of art, but, for the purposes of this provision, the issno 
of photogra])hs and ciig’ravinj^s of works of sculpture aud architectural works 
of art shall not be deemed to bo publication of such works. 

Infringe- 2. (/) Co[)yi%ht in a work shall be deemed to be infringed by any 

person who, without the coiibent of the owner of the copyright, docs anything

Provided that not nioie than two of such pabsages from works by 
the same author are published by the same publisher within five 
years, aud that the bouivc from which such passages are taken 
acknowledged :

in public, unless the report is prohibited by conspicuous written

(vi) The reading or recitation in public by one person of any reasonable 

extract from any published work. 
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(5) Copyright in a work shall also be doomed to bo infringed by any 
person who— ' 

(a) sells or lots for hire, or by way of tra<lo exposes or offers for sale or 
hire ; or 

(/j) distributes either for the purposes of trade ov to siieli an eKtent as to 
affect prejudici.dly the o\^ner of the eo])yrlg!it ; or 

(<?) by wav of trade exhibits in puldic ; or 

{(1) imports for sale or hire into any part ol Ili.s Majesty’s dominions to 
which this Act extends, 

any work which to his knowledge infrini^es copyriL^dit or wotild infringe 
copyright if it liad been made within the jiart of llis MajosI v’s dominions 
in or into which the sale or liiring, exposure, offering for sale or hire, distribu- 
tion, exhibition, or im]>ortation took ]>iace. 

(.9) Copvriglit in a W(Tk ^hall also be (b'cmed to bo infringed by any

6, {1) Where copyright in any work has been infringed, the owner of the Civil rome* 
copyright shall, except as otherwise provided by this Act, be entitled to all frfngom^t 
such remedies by way of injunction or interdict, ilamvges, accounts, and other- copyright, 
wise, as are or may be conferred by law for the infringement of a right. 

(2) The costs of all parties in any proceedings in respect o£ the infringe- 
ment of cojjyright shall be in the absuluto discretion of the Court. 

(3) In any action for infringement of copyright in any work, the work 
shall bo presumed to bo a work in which copyright subsists and the plaintiff 
shall be presumed to be the owner of the copyright, unless the defendant puts 
in issue the existence of the copyright, or, as the ease may be, the title of tho 
plaintiff, and where any such question is in issue, then-— 

(a) if a narao purporting to bo that of tho author of tho work is printed 
or otherwise indicated thereon in the usual manner, tho person 
whose name is so printed or indicated shall, unless tho contrary is 
proved, be presumed to be the author of tho work ; 

{h) if no name is so printed or indicated, or if the name so printed or 
indicated is not the author^s true name or the name by which ho 
is commonly known, and a name purp^^rting to be that of tho 
publisher or proprietor of the work is printed or otherwise indi- 
cated thereon in the usual manner, tho person whoso name is so 
printed or indicated shall, unless tho contrary is proved, be pre- 
sumed to be the owner of the copyright in the work for the pur- 
poses of proceedings iu respect of tho infringement of copyright 
therein. 

7, All infringing copies of any work in which copyright subsists, or of any Rights of 
substantial part thereof, and all plates use^or intended to be used for the pro- 

duction of such infringing copies, shall be deemed to be the property of the persons pos- 

fssib^ or 
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owner of the copyright, who accordingly may take proceedings for the recOfery 
of the pogsesaion thereof or in respect of the conversion thereof. 

8. Wlicre proceedings are taken in respect of the infringement of the 
copyright in any work and the defendant in his defence alleges that he was 
not aware of tlie existence of the coi)yright in the work, the plaintiff shall not 
be entitled to any remedy other than an injunction or interdict in respect of 
the infringement if the defendant proves tlnit .at the date of the infringement 
ho was not aware, and had not reasonable Ground for suspecting, that copy- 
right subsisted in the work. 

9. (/) Whore the construction of a building or other structure which 
infringes or which, if completed, would infringe the copyright in some other 
work has boon <‘ommencod, the owner of ihe copyiight shall not be entitled to 
obtain an injunction or interdict to rcetrain the construction of such building 
Or structure or to order its demolition.

An Act to consolidate and anaend the law relating to the grant 
of loans to Local Authorities, 

Whereas it is expedient to consolidate and amend the law relating to 
the borrowing powers of local authorities ; It is hereby enacted as 
follows : — 

1. (jf) This Act may be called the Local Authorities Loans Act, 1914, 

{2) It extends to the whole of British India, including the Sonthal 
Parganas. 

2* In this Act, local authority means any person legally entitled to 
the control or management of any local or municipal fund, or legally entitled 
to impose any cess, rate, duty or tax within any local area; 

** funds with reference to any local authority, includes any local or 

municipal fund to the control or management of which such authority is 
legally entitled, and any cess, rate, duty or tax which such authority is 
legally entitled to impose, and any property vested in such authority ; 
prescribed means prescribed by rules made under this Act ; and 
Work includes a survey, whether incidental to any other work or not. 

3. (I) A local authority may, subject to the prescribed conditions, borrow 
on the security of its funds or any portion thereof for any of the following 
purposes, namely : — 

(i) the carrying out of any works which it is legally authorized to 

carry out, 

(ii) the giving of relief and the establishment and maintenance of relief 

works in times of famine or scarcity, 

(iii) the prevention of the outbreak or spread of any dangerous epi- 

demic disease, 

(iv) any measures which may be connected with or ancillary to any 

purposes specified in clauses (ii) and (iii), 

(^v) the repayment of money previously borrowed in accordance with 

law : 

Provided that notjiiug in clause (v) shall be deemed to empower a local 
^kuthority to fix a period for the repayment of any money borrowed there-

After such attachment, no person, except an officer appointed in his behalf by^ 
the Local Government, shall in any way deal with the attached funds ; but 
such officer may do all acts in respect thereof which the bonowers might have 
done if such attachment had not taken place, and may apply the proceeds in 
satisfaction of the loan and of all interests and costs due in respect thereof 
and of all expenses caused by the attachment and subsequent proceedings ;

WiTEHEAS it is expedient that certain formal amendments should be made- 
in the enactments specified in the First Schedule ;

An Act to provide for special measures to secure the public 
safety and the defence of British India and for the more 
speedy trial of certain offences. 

Wukkeas owing to tbo existing sUUe of war it is expedient to provide for 
special meaEuros to secure tlic public safety and the defence of 13 ritisb India 
and for tbo more speedy trial of ceitain offence^ ; It is hereby enacted as 
follows : — 

1. (/) This Act may he called the Defence of India (Criminal Law 
Amendment) Ael, 

[2) It exteuds to the whole of British Indu including British BaluciiistaU; 
the Sonthal Pargatias and the district of Angul. 

(5) This section and section 2 shall come into operation at once. The 
(Jovornor General in Council may^ by notitieation in tlic Gazette of India,

to the objects and purposes for which the University is incorporated. 

[2) From the commencement of this Act, all debts and liabilities of the 
said Society shall be transfer! od and attached to the University, and shall 
thereafter be discharged and' satisfied by the University. 
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{S) Any will, deed or other docaqieat, whether made or 0 ?:ecuted before or* 
after the commencemeat of this Act, which contains any bequest, j^ift or trust 
ih favour of the Central Hindu College or the said Society shall, on the com- 
mencement of this Act, be construed as if the University were therein named, 
instead of the said College or Society.

Whereas it is expedient to consolidate and amend the law relating 
to Inc^jme-tax ; It is hereby enacted as follows : — 

1 . (i) This Act may be called tbe Indian Income-tax Act, 191^.

CHAPTER I. 

Taxable Income. 

Application 3. (I) Save as hereinafter provided, this Act shall apply to all income 
from whatever source it is derived, if it accrues or arises or is received in 
British India, or is, under the provisions of this Act, deemed to accrue or arise 
or to be received in British India. 

[ 2 ) This Act shall not ai)ply to the following classes of income : — 

(i) Any income derived from property held under trust or other legal 

obligation wholly for religious or charitable purposes, and in 
the case of property so held in part only for such purposes, the 
income applied, or finally set apart for application, thereto. 

(ii) Any income of a religious or charitable institution derived from 

voluntary contributions and applicable solely to religious or 
charitable purposes. 

(iii) The income of local authorities. 

(iv) Interest on securities which are held by, or are the property of, any 

Provident Fund to which the H^rovident Funds Act, 1897, IX of 1897^ 
applies, or any Provident Insurance Society to which the 
-Provident Insurance Societies Act, 1912, is, or, but for an y of 1012. 
cxoinptiou under tliat Act, would be, applicable. 

(v) Any capital sum received in commutation of the whole or a portion 

of a pension, or in the nature of consolidated compensation for 
death or injuries, or in payment of any insurance policy, or as 
the accumulated balance at the credit of a subscriber to any such 
Provident Fund, 

(^i) Any special allowance, benefit or perquisite specifically granted 
to meet expenses wholly and necessarily incurred in the per- 
formanco of the duties of an oflico or employment of profit. 

(vii) Legacies, 

(^iii) Any rccei})ts not being receipts arising from business or the 
exercise of a profession, vocation, or occupation, which are of a 
casual and non-recurring nature, or are not by way of addition 
to the remuneration of an employ^. 

(ix) Any perquisite or benefit which is neither money nor reasonably 
capable of being converted into money.

6. (i) The tax shall he payable by an asscssce under the head “ Salaries ** ^AlanoB. 
in respect of any ^-alary or wages, any annuity, pension or gratuity, and any 

fees, commissions, perquisites or profits received by him in lieu of, or in addi- 
tion to, any salary or wa(jes which arc paid by or on behalf of Government, 
a local authority, a ci rnpany, or any other public body or asbociation, not being 
a local authority or company, or by or on behalf of any private employer 
where such emi^loyer has entered into an agreement with the Collector in

any period less than a year^ the rate shall be determined with reference to 
the amount which would be proportionately payable in a year. The deduc* 
tion so made shall be treated as a payment of inebme-tax on behalf of the 
person from whose earnings the deduction was made, and credit shall be given 
to him therefor in the next adjustment under section 19.

ACT No. XI OF 1919.1 
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[2l8t March, 1919.] 

An Act to copo with anarchical and revolutionary crime. 

Wheheas it is expedient to make provision that the ordinary criminal law 
should be supph-mented ami emergency powers should be exercisable by the 
Government for the purpose of dealing with anarchical and revolutionary 
movements ; 

And whereas the previous approval of the Secretary of State in Council has 
been accorded to the making of tlu's law; It is hereby enacted as follows ; — 

1. {1) This Act may be called the Anarchical and Revolutionary Crimes 
Act, 1910 ; 

(2) Tt extends to the whole of British India; and 

{3) It shall cuiitimie in force for three ycar^ from the *date of the termina- 
tion of the present war. 

2. (1) In this Act, unless there is anything repugnant in the subject or 
context, — 

Chief Justice means the Judge of higliest rank in a High Court ; 

*'Tho Code^*' means the ^ Code of Criminal Brocodiiro, iSOS; 

‘^High Court means the highest Court of Criminal appeal or revision 
for any local area ; 

Scheduled offence means any offence specilied in the Schedule. 

{^) All words and expressions used in this Act and defined in the Code, 
and not licreinbefore defined, shall bo deemed to have the meanings respec- 
tively attributed to them in the Code. 

Part I. 

3. If the Governor General in Council is sati^fied that, in the whole or 
any part of British India, anarchical or revolutionary movements are being 
promotei!, and that scheduled offences in connection with such movements are 
prevalent to such an extent that it is expedient in the interests of the public

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safety to provide for the. speedy trial of such offences, ho may, by notiBoatiou 
in the Gazette of India, make a declaration to that effect, and thereupon the 
provisions of this Part shall come into force in the area specified in the noti- 
fication. 

4. (i) Whore the Local Government is of opinion that the trial of any 
person accused of a scheduled offence should bo held in accordance with the pf proceod* 
provisions of this Part, it may order any officer of Government to prefer 

written information to the Chief Justice against such person. 

(S) No order under sub-section (i) shall be made in respect of, or bo 
deemed to include, any person who has been committed under the Code for 
trial before a High Court or a Court of Session, but, siiveas aforesaid, an order 

under that sub-section may bo made in respect of any scheduled offence whothei 
such offence was committed before or after the issue of the notification under 
section 3. 

(3) The information shall state the offence charged and so far as known 
the name, place of residence, and occupation of the accused, and the time and 
place when and whore the offence is alleged to have been committed and all 
particulars within the knowledge of the prosecution of what is intended to bo 
proved against the accused. 

(4) The (diief Justice may by order require any information to be amend- 
ed so as to supply further particulars of the offence charged to the accused, 
and shall direct a copy of the information, or the amended information, as the 
case may be, to bo served upon the accused in such manner as the Chief 
Justice may direct. 

5. Upon such service being effected, 'and on application duly made to him, ConHtitutiou 
the Chief Justice shiill notnii.ale three of the Ili^jh Court Judijeg (herein. 

after referred to as the Court) for the trial of the information, and shall tlx a 
date for the eomniencement of the trial ; 

Provided that, when the total number of Judf^es of the High Court docs 
not exceed three, the Chief Justice shall nominate not more than two suclr 
Judges, and shall comidete the Court by the nomination of one or, if neces- 
sary, two persons of either of the following classes, namely 

(a) persons who have served as permanent Judges of the High Court ; of 
(i) with the consent of the Chief Justice of another High Court, persons 
who are Judges of that ILgb Court. 

6. The Court may sit for the whole or any part of a trial at such place or Pla«e of 
places in the province as it may consider desirable : 

Provided that if the Advocate General certifies to the Court that it in in 
hU opinion necessary in the interests of justice that the whole or any part of 
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a trial shall bo held at some place other than the usual place of sitting of the 
High Courtj the Court shall, after hearing the accused^ make an order to that 
effect, unless for reasons to bo recorded in writing it thinks fit to make any 
other order. 1 1 shall not he necessary for the certificate of the Advocate 
General to he supported by any affidavit, nor shall he be required to state the 
grounds upon which such certificate was given, 

7. The provisions of the Code shall apply to proceedings under this Part 
in so far as the said provisions arc not inconsistent with the provisions of this 
Part and such proceedings shall be deemed to be proceedings under the Code, 
and the Court shall have all the powers conferred by the Code on a Court of 
Session exercihing original juris liction. 

8. (f) The trial shall bo commenced by the reiiding of the information, 
and thereafter the prosecutor shall state shortly by what evidence he expects 
to prove the guilt of the accused. 

(2) The Court shall then, subject to the provisions of this Part, in trying 
the accused, follow the procedure prescribed by the Cole for the trial of 
warrant cases l)y Magistrates. 

9. If a charge is framed, the accused shall bo entitled to ask for an 
adjournment for fourteen days, or any loss period that he may specify, and 
tlie Court shall comply with his request, hut, Bubjcct to tlie adjournment 
provided for by this section, the Coart shall not be bound to adjourn any 
trial for any jnirpose, uijlcss such adjournment is in its opinion necessary in 
the interests of justice. 

10. The C Jourt shall cause the evidence of each witness who is examined 
to bo recorded in full in such manner as the Court may direct. 

11. The Court, if it is of opinion that such a course is necessary in the 
public interest or for the protection of a witness, may prohibit or restrict in 
such way as it may direct the publication or disclosure of its proceedings or 
any part of its proceedings. 

12. (i) No questions shall be put by the Court to the accused in the 
course of a trial under this Part until the close of the case for the prosecution. 
Thereafter, and before the accused enters on bis defence, the Court shall 
inform the accused that he is entitled, if he so desires, to give evidence on 
oath on bis own behalf, and shall at the same time inform him that if he does 
so, he will be liable to cross-examination. Unless the accused then states 
that he desires to give evidence on oath, the Court may at any time there- 
after question the accused generally on the case in accordance with the 
provisions of section 842 of the Code.. 
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{2) If, when so Cilled upon, the aocuted states that he desires to give 
evidence on oath, the Court sliall not at any subsequent stage put any ques- 
tion to him : 

Provided that if the accused docs not so give evidence, then, after the 
witnesses for the defeme have been examined, the Court may question the 
accused generally on the case in accordance with the provisions of the said 
section. 

[3) The failure of the accused to give evidence on oath shall not ho made 
the subject of any comment by the prosecution, nor shall the Court draw any 
inference adverse to the accused from such failure.

An Ordinance for securing* the coutrol of the Press during war. 

[^Published in the Gazette of Indian Extraordinary ^ of the 7th August, 1914.] 

Whereas nn emergency has nrisen which makes it neccesary to control the publication 
of naval or military nows or information ; 

Now, therefore, in exerciBo of the power conferred by section 23 of the Indian Councils ^24 & 26 VIct,.. 
Act, 1801, tie Goxernor General is pleased to make and promulgate the following Ordi- 
nance : — 

1. (i) Tliifi Ordinance may be called tho Indian jSaval uud Military News (Emer- 
gency) Ordinance, 1011, 

(5) It extends to the whole of British India, Including British Baluchistan, tho Sonthal 
Parganas, the District of Angul, the Shan States and the Pargana of Spiti ; and it applies 
also to : — 

(a) All Native Indian subjects of His Majesty in any place without and beyond 
British India ; 

{1) All other Biitish subjects within tho territoiies of any Native Prince or Chief in 
India ; and 

(r) All sen'ttnts of His Majesty, whether British subjects or not, within the terri- 
tories of any Native Prince or Chief in India. 

2. It shall not be lawful to publish any information with reference to movements or 
dispositions of troops, ships, air-craft or war mateiial or to tho strategic or other plans or 
schemes of the naval or militaiy authorities of any pait of the British Empire or to any 
works or mersures undertaken for or connected with the defence or fortification of the 
British Empire or any part thereof or any statement, comment or suggestion calculated 
directly or indirect ly to convey any such information except when such infoni.ation has been 
supplied for ]mblication under the authority of the Governor General in Council or of a 
Local Government, or has been approved for publication by an officer appointed in this 
behalf, 

(a) by the (Governor General in Council ; or 

{h) by any officer to whom the Governor General in Council has delegated the power 
of such appointment. 

Explanation.— -\i\ this section the expression “British Empire ” includes all territories 
under the su/erninty or piotection of His Majesty. 

3. The publisher, editor and printer of any newspaper, magazine, book, pamphlet or 
other documents by means of which any information, statement, comment or suggestion is 
published in contravention of this Ordinance shall severally be punishable in respect of each 
offence with imprisonment of either description for a term which may extend to one year, 
or with fine which may extend to five thousand rupees, or with both, and any other per^n

9. No order made or purpoiting to bo made in accordance with the provisions of this 
Ordinance directing or relating to tho issue of a search-warrant or the confiscation of any- 
thing shall be called in question in any Court, and no civil or ciiininal i r.K-eeding shall be 
instituted against any Magistrate or police-officer for anything done in good faith under 
this Ordinance or purporting to bo so done. 

10. A certificate signed by a Secretary to the Government of India to the fact that 
any territory is or is not under the suzerainty or protection of His Majesty shall, in any 
Pjocaeding under this Ordinance, be conclusive evidence of such fact. 

11. Save as otherwise expressly provided tho provisions of the ' Code of Criminal Pro- 
cedure, 1098, shall apply to all proceedings under this Ordinance.

His Majesty. 

[Tullinhed in ihe Oazette qf India, Estraordinary, of the 14th August, 1914,'] 

WnBimiB an emergency ]ia8 ftrlaen which makes it necessary to provide for the impress- 
roent of veasoli for the service of His Majesty; 

Now, therefore, in exercise of the power conferred hy section 23 of the Indian Councils vlit.,**. 67, 
Act, 1861, the Governor Geneial is pleased to make and promulgate the following 
Ordinance : — 

1. (i) This Ordinance may ho called the Imprcf-sment of Vessels Ordinance, 1914.

6 41 0«o, V, Now, therefore, in eieiciao of the p>wer» conferred by section 72 of tho Governiueat of 
India Act, 1915, tho Governor General is pleased to make and promulgate tho following 
Ordinance 

1 . [1) This Ordiiiauco may be called tho UegUtration Ordinance, 1917. 

[2) It extends to tho whole of Brilisli India, including British Baluchistan and the 
Santhal Parganas, and applies also to Kuropoau Britiah subjects within tho territories of 
any Nalivo I’ritice or Chief in India.

sixteen years and *[ who for the time being has not attained the ago of fifty years] shall 
within the proscribed period till up, or cause to be filled up, sign and lodge with the registra- 
tion authority specified in Schedule I, or such other registration authority ® as may be 
prescribed, Form A set out in that Schedule, and if any such person elaims— 

(i) nut to be ordinarily resident in British India, or 

(ii) to be within exceptions number (2) or (3) set out in Schedule IT, 
he shall lodge with the said form a statement of his claim. 

{2) If any registration authority has reason to believe that any person is a person to 
whom the provisions of sub-scctioa {!) are applicable, be may, if he thinks fit, by order in 
Writing, require such poison to furnish such particulars as may be specified in the order 
within such time as may be ho specified, and such person, whether he is or is not a 
person to whom that sub'seotiou applies, shall within the specified time furnish the said 
particulars to such registration authority in such form or manner as such order may require, 
and shall duly sign the same.
